It was not expected that Senator Johnson would 
agree with Senator Borah, hence there was no 
surprise occasioned when he turned his batteries 
against a resolution presented by Senator Bor- 
ah, calling upon President Harding to assemble 
d world conference for seonomle readjustment. 


The Borah, resolution, which has now been 


withdrawn, after it was bitterly attacked on the 
floor of the Senate by Johnson and others, in- 
cluding the spokesmen for the President, per- 
formed the service of "smoking out" the Pres- 
ident. It wns disclosed, according to Secretary 
of Stats Charles Evan* Hughes, that President 
Harding was already at work on such a Plan 
and that therefore the Borah resolution waa 
unnecessary. 


Howe\er, there is a suspicion thst executive 


activity was not a condition until alter the 
Borah resolution was presented. la any event, 
it is a humiliating come-down for the Harding 
administration and a long «tep toward 
the 


adoption ot the Wilson policies. It is an evi- 
dence of the trend of affairs nationally and U 
pointed out as a direct reversal of the attitude 
of the party now in power In 1D20. ' America's 
entry into the League o'f Nations is not Impos- 
sible!

CITY RIGHTS DEFINED

WO valuable rulings were made by tie 


state supreme court Friday in passing 


on gas controversies from. Cleveland *r.d Lima, 
second in importance only to the points over 
which the cases originated. These were with 
reference to the rights of municipalities with 
"home rule" charters. 


In Lima as well ag other citiesj the charter 


haa been held to provide .complete home rule 
and take certain matters out of the hands ot 
state agencies set "up by etate law. It had been 
held by some city officials that our charter 
superceded the state law providing for a util- 
ities commission and fixing 
its powers and 


duties. 


The court's rulings in the gas cases, while 


they involved different issues, 
covered this 


point and established tho fact that, charters do 
not override the etate law in this connection 
and that action 
of the utilities 
commission 


takes- precedence over local regulations. 
This 


opinion will be of great value to charte^1 cities 
in the future and may prevent much needless 
litigation. 
Especially Is this 
true ot Lima, 


where the charter is new and 
Its provisions 


have been tested.

York artist, on the question of 
beauty standards, as she places the 
thrde photographs from Europe on 
her easel and examines them with a 
critical eye. 


"It is a fact," she 'said, "that these 
faces do not meet the art test," and 
illustrating with a pencil, Miss Har- 
rison showed how the Greeks tested 
the quality of the human face by 
"quartering it." 


They drew four, horizontal lines 
across the face—one at the peak of 
the. forehead, one at the eyebrows, 
one at the tip of the nose, and one 
at the point of the chin. (See the 
diagram on this page.) 


If the face was perfect according 
to the Greek ideal, the distance be- 
tween the lines had to be the same 
in each of the four divisions. In 
other words, the space between the 
top of the head and the,peak of the 
forehead matched the space between 
the peak of the forehead and the 
eyebrows. Likewise each of'these 
matched the space between the eye- 
brows and the tip of the nose, and 
also the space Between the tip of the 
nose and the point of the chin. 
The Greeks modeled their statues 
and painted their pictures on this 
standard. He who Sepazted from it 
flew in the teeth of convention. And 
•ice ideal Greek woman was the 
beauty whose features "quartered 
even. 
Where a nose was a bit short or a 


forehead a bit too high, the subject was 
considered to be lacking in essential re* 
quiremente for beauty. 
- 


"But were the old conventional Greek 
Venuses actually! more beautiful than the 
photographs of these modern Cytherea*?" 
asks 
Miss Harrison. 
"Evidently 
the 
judges did not think so, for presumably, 
among all the women of Prance and Eng- 
land and Italy aver which this trio was 
chosen, were many women who had faces 
more nearly conforming to the Greek 


• standard than the winners. 


"That the judges thought Mra. Eaton, 
Signorina Guarini and Mile. Parisis 
were the most beautiful, proves that the 
Greek test is passe. For none of the three 
meets it. Here is a forehead much shorter 
than the distance between the brows and 
the tip of the nose. 
This nose is 
snub, and that one u unusually long. The

chins in every instance over-run the 
margin allowed by the Greek ideal, which 
demanded a much weaker chin than the 
discriminating prefer in this day when 
character among women is more pro- 
nounced." . 
. It is Mies Harrison's opinion that 
modern life, in which women are parti- 
cipating more actively every year, has 
created a marked change in their physi- 
ognomy and thus developed types which 
depart radically from the qualities still 
insisted upon in so many of the art 
schools. 


Nowhere, she says, is this more evident 
than in the case of the American girl She 
is considered, both by foreign and native 
artists, the ideal type of modern beauty. 
Yet the probabilities are that, were a. 
census taken of a thousand American 
beauties, not ninety per cent of them 
would be pure Grecian in their features.

The age when American girls lived in 
an atmosphere of lavender and old lace, 
when befles were pale and interesting, 
when it was fashionable to droop and 
swoon like lilies, produced & beauty char- 
acterized by regular, aesthetic, Grecian 
features. 
Yet herd was a face so weak 
as to be almost devoid of character. 


The modem America- girl, like her 
sisters in other countries, lives an out- 
of-door life. She is taught to swim and 
ride and play games.

And, as she 
grows into womanhood, she becomes a 
participant in politics, art, professions, 
business.

golden days of Pericles, at least she has 
created a new view-point of beauty 
amor.p; h»r contemporaries. 


No longer are men satisfied with the 
face that is perfectly chiseled according 
to Grecian standards. 
They prefer in- 


dependence of beauty along with inde- 
pendence in thought and deed. 
That many artists are breaking away 


from the old dictum of tlic Greek school 
'to the point where they are ridiculing 
the archaic insistence on the "art test," 
is evident in their work. Recently the 
art world was startled by the exhibition 
of a bronze statue carved by Rudolph 
Belline, a. p i o n e e r among the im- 
pressionists. 
The statue was a head with certain of 


its facial features cut BO sharply, so al- 
most savagely, that it glared out from its 
pedestal like a gargoyle from the top of 
Notre Dame. 
Crowds at the exhibition- 
stopped before it and stared, bewilderc-! 
to understand what the sculptor had in 
mind when he created i*- 
But among certain of his fellow artists 
the secret of the savage head was no 
secret at all. They declared the work 
was frankly a caricature of the ehop- 
worn "art test," a lampoon aimed at the 
convention!-' teachings of th« classes for

In this I have been con- 
sistent. Beauty may be proud, cruel, de- 
ceitful, immoral, wicked; and yet it may 
still be beauty. Cleopatra was capable of 
almost any crime you can think of, and 
Thais was no modest violet; bub history 
tells us that they were of wonderful 
beauty.
